REALLY, IT’S ENGLISH. 


ANOTHER CHAPTER OF SOCIBTY 
LIFE IN ENGLAND, 


Lady Aylmer’s Story of Suffering-—Au American 
Girl, She Thought She Would Become a 
“Lecuy”-Bachanalisa Scenes in the 
Bedchamber—A Suit for Libel.

New York, February 13.~—The full story 
has reached here of the latest phases in the 
case Of Lady Aylmer. Previous to her mar- 
riage Lady Aylmer was Miss Auna Reid, of 
Utica, daughter of James D. Reid, saperin- 
terdent.of the New York, Albany and Buffalo 
telegraph company in New York. It was in 
I>s4, while traveling in Europe, that she -met 
her husband, who had not then succeeded to 
the title, and whose chances seemed remote, as 
it was then vested in a young man, grandson 
of the baronet’s greatuncle. Mr. Aylmer was 
handsome, well educated, and after a year he 
won the consent of Miss Reid to become his 
wife, and they were married Augast 16, 1854, 
at Kensington. Shortly after the marriage the 
baronet received fatal injuries by falling 
off a bicycle, and the title of the estates 
passed to the grandfather, Sir Arthur, then 
old and blind. Sir Arthur invited the newly 
married couple to live with him at Donadea 
castle. The young husband undertook the 
management of the property which with the 
title passed to him a few months later by the 
death of the grandfather, The estates located 
in County Kildare, ltreland, yielded a yearly 
revenue of $70,000. The crown grant confer- 
ring them upon the family is one of the oldest 
in Ireland. By the marriage contract the 
busband had settled $10,000 upon his wife, and 
assured her an allowanee of £150 yearly for 
pin money. 

REASON TO REGRET IT, 

A bright future seemed to be before the 
young couple, but soon after the wedding the 
wife found reason to regretthe union. She 
testified upon the witness stand at the divorce 
court that Sir Arthur, while recovering 
from a drunken spree, attempted to strangle 
her, and when she raised an outcry ‘he attempt- 
ed tosmother her witha pillow. Sir Arthurand 
Lady Aylmer traveled upon the continent, and 
in September, 1885, they came to this country 
on a visit to Lady Aylmer’’ parents at Stock- 
bridge, Conn. They remained for some weeks, 
and there the secret of the baronet’s abuse be- 
came known. Mr. and Mrs. Reid urged their 
daughter to leave her husband. She refused 
to doso, expressing the hope that in time she 
might be able to wean him from his intemper- 
ate habits. When notin ligour he made him- 
self universally agreeable, and made many 
friends during his stay here. After visiting 
friends in Rochester and Buffalo, Sir Arthur 
and his lady returned to England. 

THE WOMAN IN THE CASF, 

Lady Aylmer did not succeed in changing 
the habits of her ‘husband, and finally applied 
fora legal separation. At the trial the whole 
story of the brutality of her titled husband 
was laid before the court. From the records 
it appeared that while Lady Aylmer was il! at 
a hydropathic establishment her husband, en- 
raged at some trival occurrence, struck her a 
severe blow over the head with his walking 
cane. Her screams brovght her friend, Mrs, 
McQueen, to her assistance and she was taken 
to Mrs. McQueen's rooms. 

In the mouth of June, Sir Arthur left his 
wife at Deal, and reaching London, was joined 
by a flower-girl named “Rocky.” who went 
with him to Dublin, where they remained for 
nearly a month. Being asked on the trial by 
Justice Breweitt. how she new this tobe a 
fact, Lady Aylmer repied that ber husband 
had told her of 1f. Arthur returned to 
Deulin Auenstand was taken ill, and after 
being nursed back to health he retarned to 
Louden and was rejoined by “Rock,” and 
stepped with her at the Lord Warden Hotel. 
Dover. 

While waiting to take the boat to America 
from Liverpoo! he again assalted his wife. 
While they were stopping at No. 151 Queen’s 
road, Bayswater, Sir Arthur struck her a the 
face with his fist, and she was obliged to call 
in wedical assistance. On aceount of this as- 
sault Sir Arthur was turned out of the house 
by the landlady. 

Sir Arthur did not take the stand, but plead- 
ed through his counsel that he committed 
these acts while drunk. ‘Tae deeree entitled 
Lady Aylmer to alimony, ant at the expiration 
of six months, which, according to English 
law, must elapse between the decree nisi and 
the granting of an absolute divorce, the amount 
was fixed by the court in praportion to the 
means of the husband. lady Aylmer’s mother 
went over to London and remained there, 
when the daughter discovered that it was im- 
possible to live longer with her husband. 

MISS REID WAS NOT DISCREET HERSELF. 

Lady Aylmer has now brought suit before 
Chief Justice Morris, in Dublin, against Mr. 
Gray, M, |’,. for damages for the publication in 
the Evening Telegraph of what purported to he 
a report of the divorce proceedings in ber case. 
In this report it was stated that Lady Aylmer 
had admitted that she had been intimate with 
her husband before her marriage, and that be- 
fore that she had been divorced from another 
man. ‘Khe defense was that the report had 
heen sent out by a press association and pub- 
lished in good taith and without malice. The

solicitor-general applied for an adjournment of | 


the case, as Lady Aylmer was suilering from a 
stroke of paralysis and could not attend. Coun- 
sel for the detendant resisted the application, 
expense having been incurred by bringing the 
manager of the press association and others 
from London. Ultimately. however, the case 
was adjourned to April 19, Lady Ayimer to pay 
the costs.

The Catholics of Germany Voting for the 
Septennate. 

Berityw, February 13.—Adhesions of center 
candidates to the septennate are aunounced 
daily. Ina nnmber of districts where depu- 
ties adhere to the trienniate, the Catholic vote 
is becoming divided. Forinstance, in four dis- 


| tricts in Silesia, strongholds of the center party, 


four Catholic septen nists oppose four triennists. 
Many candidates are trying to avoid pledging 
themselves definitely. The attitude of the 
party on the whole promises an ultimate sub- 
mission to the instructions of the vatican. 
The charge levelled against Baron Franken- 
stein and Dr. Windthorst of withholding the 
Kkvewledge from the center party of 
the pope’s desires was the subject of an ex- 
planation by Baron Frankenstein at an elec- 
toral meeting at Karlsbad. He admitted it 
was true that the pope had expressed to sev- 
eral members of the center party his desire 
that the septenate bill be passed, but he said 
the members understood that it was only a per- 
sonal wish, not concerning the Catholic con- 
science. Baron Frankenstein referred to the 
vote of Cardinal Jacobini, of January 3, as 
communicated to himself and Dr. Windthorst. 
Roth of them considered it absolutely con fiden- 
tial, and they did not reveal it to their col- 
leases, ‘ 

These explanations fail to refute the charge 
that the center leaders, during the debate in 
the reiclstag on the bill, had an explicit ex- 
pression from the vatican of its policy, and 
refrained from revealing it tothe party. The 
letter of January 3 asks the chiefs of the center 
to use all their influence with their colleagues 
in behalf of the septennate. The government 
organization conterd that this letter was a posi 
tive weight of the vatican, and not a mere 
uiterance of personal advice by the pvope. 
To sum up, the position of the center party 
is this: There will probably be returned to 
the reichstag as many Catholics as there were 
in the last house, but they will be divided, a 
large majority voting for the septennate. The 
progressists are losing heart and admit the tri- 
umph of the government. It is now estimated 
that they wiil lose twenty seats to the conserv- 
atives. The socialists maintain an unbroken 
frent and hold their own. The prospect is that 
there will be slight gains for the government 
candidates in the six Berlin circles. These can- 
didates are: First district, Zedlitzenenkirch; 
second, Wolf: third, Miquel: fourth, Professor 
Ewers: fifth, Major Blume, and sixth, Holte, a 
merchant.

Why He Felt it Necessary to Resign From 


the Cabinet. 

Loxpon, February 13.-—In an interview 
lord Dunraven explicitly stated that his resig- 
nation as colonial under secretary in no way 
invoives the slightest change of attitude on 
his part as a conservative, or as an Irish land- 
lord, toward the policy of the government for 
the maintenance of the union. He regards 
absolute supremacy of the imperial legislatare 
as essential, and he would neverconsent to any 
mogification of the relations between Ireland 
and Great Britain which invoives the possibility 
of separate national action on the part -of Ire- 
land.

THE BAD BREW 


INTO WHICH ASSEMBLY 
FALLEN, 


49 HAS 


Ihe Beer Handlers Decline to Strike for the 
Benefit of Other People, and Withdraw 
From the District Asaesmbly—The 
Lorgshoremen Cousultiog Over it. 


February 13.—The Brew- 
ers’ union met teday. The members were 
outspoken against the leaders of district as- 
sembly 49, and said they could not understand 
why brewers, of all trades, had 
been ordered to help bolster a 
forlorn cause at the eleventh hour, which “49” 
had vainly ordered them te do. Thesecretary 
of the National Brewers’ nnion expressed a be- 
lief that the strike had been woefully man- 
aged from the start, and it was doomed toa 
disastrous collapse from its inception. 
brewers would not strike, because they were 
earning good wages, and would not risk 
these advantages, besides breaking their 
contract, when the result would only be addi- 
tional to the common loss. Resolutions em- 
bodying these opinions were adopted, and this 
action was supplemented by an official deter- 
mination that the brewers organization should 
withdraw its delegates from district assembly 
gia is practically a secession from that 
oay. 

The beer drivers’ organization, at a meeting 
at Yame hall late in the day, took action 
identical with that of the brewers union. 

The delegations of the longshoremen’s 
upious of New York, Brooklyn, and Jersey 
City had a convention this afternoon. The 
men were in conference four hours, and they 
decided not to return to work save at forty 
cents per hour, day work, aud sixty cents per 
hour for over time. There was developed a 
strong undertow of feeling against those who 
led the men into the last fruitiess strike.

Mr. Ellis trusted 
his wife implictly, and would not believe the 
stories circulated concerning his wife and his 
bosom friend. 

The Eliis family moved away from Trenton, 
and took up their abode in New York. The 
head of the family was writing text-books for 
a New York publishing house, and he desired 
to be near the metropolis. His wife often went 
to New York alone, and several times met Vaa 
Camp there. Again stories about his wife 
reached the novelist’s ears, and again he re- 
fused to creditthem. Finally, Mr. Filis em- 
ployed detectives, procured what he considered 
ample evidence and instituted proceedings, 
naming Van Camp as co-respondent.

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THE TOWN OF WINTERVILLE. 


From a Wood Station It Grows into Large 
Proportions. 

WINTERVILLE, Ga., February 13.—[Special.] 
This village, less than 20 years of age, is 
equally divided by the counties of Clarke and 
Oglethorpe, the depot being in Clarke, the 
postoftice in Oglethorpe and the business houses 
equally divided in the two counties. The 
place is located exactly on the ridge en 
the water shed that falls on the north side an 
flows into the Savannah river, and that that 
falls on the south that flows into the Oconce 
river. 

The place is 72 feet higher ona sea level 
than the old Georgia depot at Athens, and is 
30 to 40 feet higher than any other portions of 
Athens. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE TOWN. 

In 1866 the first business house was built 
here by Messrs. John & J.C. Witter and from 
the Witter family it derived its. name. Pre- 
vious to the above date it was only u as a 
wood and water station and went by the name 
of “Six-mile Station.” Itsgrowth has not been 
phenomenal but steady. Very great demands 
are made for building lots, and new dwellings 
are going up every monthin the year. So 
large bas the business grown that new stores 
will have to be builtin the near future, and 
any kind of residence will rent for 10 to 20 
per cent of its cost, ani the supply has never 
been equal to the demand. in ‘69 the place 
had only two houses and two 
shanties, and was all in the woods. 
At the prerent time there are two handsome 
churches in process of erection, representing 
the Baptist and Methodist denominations, both 
the same size and cost about the same, $2,000. 
The size of each in length is 66 feet and 36 feet 
wide. Both will be finished up in modern 
style. The church membership is also sbout 
equally divided. Also the business done is 
equally divided in the two counties, 

THE TRADE OF THE TOWN, 

The town draws its trade from five counties, 
viz: Clarke, Oglethorpe, Madison, Elbert and 
Oconee. The approaches to the town for sev- 
eral miles are perfectly level, and this is one 
secret of the heavy spring trade that annually 
flows here. The guano trade hasdonubled with- 
in four years; the cotton trade has in the same 
time trebled. The prices are same as Athens 
in everything except guano, and that is less. 
The cotton gius in their season have all they 
can do; the saw mills are constantly moving, 
aud the shops are doing all the work they can 
do; the merchants do an extraordinary trade, 
capital considered. 

THE PEOPLE CONSIDERED. 

The people are noted for their morals, and 
the stand they have taken to maintain good 
order and advance a good religious sentiment 
has brought down the wrath ofa few outsiders. 
For several years the town has been dry by 
special legislative enactmeit, and the present 
population will see to it that it will be many 
long years before liquors will be allowed to be 
sold in our midst again. Thus it will be seen 
we have as good society as any town of its size 
in the state. 

The Athens branch of the Georgia railroad 
runs centerly through the village, and six 
trains arrive and departdaily. The probability 
is, the Georgia, Carolina and Northern road 
will gothrough the northern suburbs of the 
town, while from every part of the compass 
level public roads come into town. 

NEW BUILDINGS, 

Resides the new churches Messrs. J. H. and 
J. T. Pittard have recently moved into a very 
large and commodious granite store house. 
Four new guano houses have been built since 
last fall, and several new residences built. 


. Land is very.cheap and many are taking ad- 


vantage of this, and by next fall we know of 
sevcral houses that will be erected.

A GREAT BLOW TO AUGUSTA, 

About $150,000 of this property was covered 
by insurance. Quite a crowd of interested 
parties in the burned building, together with 
those interested in adjoining property, re- 
mained on the street all night, viewing the 
flames and their work of destruction. The en- 
tire city turned out last night. The streets 
and buildings near the fire, but out of danger, 
were filled with spectators, including many 
ladies, who had gathered to witness the fasci- 
nating though terrible sight of the flames as 
they leaped from one building to another, pre- 
senting the most beautiful but disastrous of 
spectacles. Every one seemed to be interested 
in saving property from the different stores, 
and crowds were 

RUSHING ALMOST FRANTICALLY 
into the burning building, returning with arms 
full of goods ofevery description. But as is 
the case at most fires, a number of these work- 
ed only for their own interests and 
pocketed everything they could conveniently 
carry. The cigar and tobacco firm of Benson & 
Co., lost from five hundred to one thousand, all 
of which was stolen, as their goods were all 
moved from the building before it caught. 
Not one of the thieves, as yet, has been cap- 
tured. This morning crowds commend 
GATHERING AROUND THE RUINS, 
As early as 9 o’clock and throughout the entire 
day the streets in that ¢ vicinity 
have been packed with a mass of humanity. 
The congregations from each and every one of 
the churches, including the ladiesand children, 
have visited the ruins today, and many have 
been the expressious of sympathy for the great 
losers by the flames. 
LOSSES AND INSURANCE, 

The loss in the Masonic building, furniture 
fixtures, etc, will amount to $59,000. The 
building and contents was only insured for 
$43,000 in the following named companies:

“DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


ALBERT BELL’S BODY DISCOVERED 
NEAR VINEVILLE. 
—— 

. ‘s Inquest-Testimony of the Vari- 
Oe ae Post Mortem Examina2‘ion 
—A Fretty Tough Case-Tae Verdict— 
Other News From Macon, Btc. 
———— ee 

Macon, Ga., February 13.—[Special.]—As 
Engineer Jim Flanders was bringing his train 
—a Centra! freight train--in from Atlanta this 
morning at 5.40, he discovered the body ofa 
man lying on the track abou’ fifty yards ahead 
of him. He blew the whistle and shut down 
the brakes as quickly as possible. Just as he 
got the brakes down, the pilot of the engine 
struck the man, whose body was lying about 
half way across the track with his head 
between the rails,and whirled the body arouad, 
throwing it just far enough to get clear of the 
wheels. The train was stopped and backed to 
the place where the body lay, and a fiagman 
was sent back tostop the down passenger train. 
The conducter got off and felt of the 
bedy and feund it still warm. 

A crowd soon gathered around, and about 
ten o'clock Coroner Hodnett empaneiicd a 
jary,cf which Dr. W. C. Gibson was made fore- 
man. 

Quite a number of witnesses were examined, 
and the jury adjoured to meet at the city hail 
at 3 p. m. eet 

Dr. Gibson made a post mortem examination 
of the body, and dissecting his head found that 
the scalp was torn, and a small fracture had 
been made by something which must have 
struck hima pretty severe blow. His name 
proved to be Albert Bell. 

Whether it was the pilot, or whether he had 
been struck previously was the question. 

Conflicting reports were aficat about his 
having quarrelled with a man, and having at- 
tented a frolic, and other things connected 
with the matter, but nothing could be gained 
by questioning the witnesses. His wife ap- 
peared very indifferent about his death. 

He was drinking when last seen, about nine 
o’clock Jast night, and a pint flask of whisky, 
from which about two drinks had been taken, 
was found in his pocket when he was examin- 
ed to-day. 

At the afternoon session of the jury madea 
close examination of a number of witnesses, 
from whom little could be gained to clear up 
the mystery. Albert was an employe of the 
Central railroad shops, and it is supposed that 
he got drunk and wandered away and finally 
sank down on the track in a drunken stupor, 


and was inthis condition when knockel off 


and killed by the freight train this morning. 

After a careful eonsideration of the case, the 
jury brought in a verdict in effect that Albert 
Bell came to his death by being struck on the 
head by the pilot of a freight train on the 
Central railroad, and no blame was attachable 
to the employes. 

Dr. Gibson’s examination and the testimony 
he gave aided the jury in making the verdict. 
He stated that the body would not have bied 
when it was knocked off the track had he beer 
dead some hours before.

It de- 
moralized labor, throwing hundreds of 
industrious men out of employment, and it 
has caused a great increase of suffering 
among the poor. Strikes appear to be very 
big things. 


A NEW argument has been brought forth 
in New York against the hanging of women. 
At ameeting of the Manhattan club, Mrs. 
Cynthia Leonard, a lady who said she was 
approaching 60, took the platform and sol- 
emnly asserted that society had no right to 
hang a woman because the woman could 
not be tried by a jury of her peers. If wo- 
-men had the right to vote she felt sure that 
capital punishment would long since have 
disappeared from the statute books. 


THE people of Brooklyn are growing very 
sensitive to criticism. For instance, Lucas 
Breitenstein has commenced a suit for slan- 
der [against Frederick Breienstein, laying 
the damages at $10,000. The basis of the 
action is that Frederick, in addressing a 
group of the friends of both parties, referred 
to Lucas in these words: ‘‘He killed a man 
in the city of New York.

" and the next day the man died, and it cost 
him a large sum of money to avoid being 
sent to Sing Sing.

Some Figures for Farmers. 

The esteemed Courier-Journal, which is 
trying its level best to mash everything and 
everybody in its controversial mortar, is 
now engaged in an effort to convince the 
more gullible of its readers that protection 
and opposition to silver are one and the 
same thing. This isa far and a barren cry 
for a great editorto hark to. It is simply 
nonsense, in{fact, and the only excuse for it 
is the fact that Brother Watterson has been 
run to ground by tactics of his own selec- 
tion. 

The way of it was this: Brother Watter- 
son, in his paper, sbowed that there had 
been a decline in the value of farm products 
between 1873 and 1876, and claimed that 
there had been no corresponding reduction 
in dry goods, hardware, and other articles 
protected by the tariff. Thereupon, the 
Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record took hold 
of the proposition and showed that the de- 
cline in the value of protected articles had 
been greater than the decline in the value of 
farm products. Replying to this, Brother 
‘Watterson brings in the g2ld-bug business, 
and gives his readers to understand that the 
decline of all sorts is the result of a return 
to specie payments, 

Well, the truth about the business is that 
the cotton crop brought good prices in 1873 
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Ifthe southern farmers are to be eternally 
tied down to the one crop of cotton, it will 
grow larger and larger every year, making 
due allowanee for bad seasons, and the price 
will get lower. In 1859-60, the price of 
cotton was six cents, and the staple will get 
back to that price if the southern farmers, 
deprived by free trade of home markets, are 
to continue in the all-cotton business. 

sut the Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record 
takes the Courier-Journal up on its own pro- 
position, and makes this neat point, which 
every farmer ought to consider : 

According to Latham, Alexander « Co.'s “Cotton 
Movement and Fluctuations,” and there is no 
higher authority, the average price of cotton in 
New York for the crop-year 1873-74 was 17 cents per 
peund, and for 1885-86 9.44 cents per pound, a de- 
cline of 44.4 per cent. In 1873 500 pounds of cotton, 
worth atthe average price 17cents per pound or 
*&, would have bought a square drag gharrow, 
price $10; a double plow, $7.50; an M. & H. staud- 
ard plow, $7; @®mall plow, $5.50, and grain cradle, 
£5: acorn sheller, $10.50; a seed sower $10; a coro 
planter, $50; total, $85.50; lacking 50 cents. Last 
year the same amount of cotion, worth 47.20, 
would have purchased all of these things, costing 
now $45.75, and left a balance of $1.45. In 1873-74 
500 pounds of cotton would purchase 50 pounds of 
refined sugar, 1 sack salt, 100 yards sheeting, 100 
yards of prints, 50 yards cottonades, 2 boxes soap, 
| keg nails, and 10 pounds starch, with a balance 
over of cents. In the crop-year 188-86 500 pounds 
of cotton would purchase the same goods and leave 
a balance of $10.56. Similar illustrations might be 
given without end. 

This is the whole situation in a nutstfell. 
The cotton crop of the southern farmers is 
worth more to them than it was in 1273, and, 
in addition, they have more and better home 
markets, and have turned their attention 
more generally to diversified farming. 


Strikes and Their Tendencies, 

The attemptofthe defeated strikers to 
burn the freight shed of the Morgan steam- 
ship company in New York is not altogether 
a surprise, 

A strike isa coersive measure. Its very 
essence is force, and sooner or later it must 
take the shape of unlawful violence. 

We are rapidly approaching the tims when 
the interest of law and order will demand a 
new definition of unlawful combinations. 
We cannot atiord to have the industries and 
the commerce of a great country paralyzed 
on account of the real or imaginary griev- 
ances of a few men. 

The obvious remedy, of course, is arbitra- 
tion, and whether we like it or not, we must 
come to itas the only speedy and practical 
solution of labor troubles. We are drifting 
to the point where state and national labor 
commissions will arbitrate these matters 
and have the entire civil and military power 
of the country at their back to enforce their 
decisions. It will be useless to point out 
the imperfections in this remedy if men 
gradually settle down into the conviction 
that it is the best. 

One thing is certein, we cannot run the 
risk of riots, dynamite deviltry, and an- 
archy itself as a partef the methods of la- 
hor stiikes, however just the original cause 
may be. The supreme interests of our peo- 
ple are bound up in law and order. 


About Books. 

~ome literary chap has been stufling Gath 
about Howells and James. Gath has been 
told that the system of these writers ‘‘is to 
dispose of their books to magazines or other 
serial publications where they receive a cer- 
tain stipend, say $5,000 a year. They 
receive an agreement that when their stories 
have been finished in the serial form and 
put into books they will get a copyright 
after ten thousand copies have been disposed 
of as books.’’ Gath’s informant says that 
both Howells and James told him that ‘in 
no case have they got a copyright on their 
books.’’ This is certainly not true in the 
case of Mr. Howells, and cannot be true in 
the case of Mr. James. Every story that 
Mr. Howells has printed in The Century 
Magazine has been republished in book form 
by Ticknor & Co., who pay him a royalty of 
fifteen or twenty per cent on every copy 
sold. The Harpers now have the exclusive 
right of publishing such works as Mr. 
Howells may herafter write. They pay him 
a salary of $10,000 a year, and a royalty on 
the sale of his books. 


The Truth About Bright’s Disease. 

So many obituary notices of the day con- 
tain the phrase, ‘‘Bright’s disease,’’ that 
the general impression is that the malaly is 
more common than in former years. 

Recent statistics would appear to justify 
this belief. In 1871, according to the New 
York Bureau of Vital Statistics, Bright’s dis- 
ease was seventh in order of fatality. In 
1885 it ranked fifth: 

Yet it may be doubted whether the dis- 
ease is more prevalent than formerly. The 
apparent increase may be due to greater ac- 
curacy in diagnosing and reporting. 

The following points from a thoughtful 
article on the subject will be of general in- 
terest: 

Laborers are more subject to the disease, female 
domestics come next, clerks, salesmen, merchants 
and housekeepers follow. These furnish one-tenth 
of the victims, The rest are distributed with no 
special significance among the other occupations. 
In sex the males are in excess of the females, and 
three-quarters of all the deaths occur between 
twenty-five and sixty-five. The foreign-born pop- 
ulation supply nearly twice as many cases as na- 
tive-boin. 

Dr. John T. Nagle, Deputy Registrar of Vital Sta- 
tistics, says dampness is a prominent cause of it. 
Infectious diseases or anything that inflames the 
kidneys are causes direct or remote. It often ac- 
companies heart disease. Alcoholic indulgence is 
another cause; the post-mortems at the coroners’ 
offices and the records of the hospitals show that a 
very large number of the cases of this disease are 
from alcoholism. Albuminaria do not always in- 
dicate the disease. 

Dr. Henry B. Millard, the author of a treatise on 
the subject, whois considered an authority both 
in this country and in Europe, having his atten- 
tion called to the increase in the number of deaths, 
said it was more apparent than real. Until recent- 
iy investigations as to the kidneys had not kept 
pace with those in other diseases, and it is only 
within four or five years that the tests of albumen 
have become exact. Dr. Millard gave mental anx- 
iety and mental wearand tear and exertion as a 
remote cause of the disease, Impairment of the 
nervous system is also a remote cause, not com- 
mon. Ags tothe direct causes, the most frequent is 
damp cold, affecting the functions of the skin. 

The next most common Cause, says Dr. Millard, 
is the derangement of the stomach and liver and 
assimilative functions, and a gouty condition by 
which abnormal quantities of acids are formed in 
the kidneys. ‘] donot consider,’ continued he, 
“alcohol a direct factor in the disase. I am sup- 
ported in this opinion by Laucereaux, of Paris 
(which yety abie writer says hejnever saw a case 
attributable to alcohol), also by W. Howship Dick- 
inson, |jof London, and Dr Bartels, of Kiel, Ger- 
many, and many other noted investigators, al) of 
them being noted writers on the disease. Bartels 
Says nearly all the cases he met in his hospital 
were not drinkers. He even says the greater num- 
ber had led abstemious lives, He considers mala- 
ria the most common cause, which is accounted 
for by the fact that the low countries are specially 
subject to malaria. Nevertheless, alcohol may 
have an indirect influence through its effect upon 
the liver and the assimilative functions, and 
should be avoided, not only in Bright's case, 
but when there is known to be a tendency to it.” 
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nouncing the disease curable. The prevent- 
ive measures are simple. Live moderately 
and temperately; avoid a malarial locality; 
wear silk er woolen under-garments, and 
keep free from worry and excitement. It is 
the fashion now for people to fancy that 
they have Bright’s disease when they find 
their systems a little out of order. . Perhaps 
it will encourage them if they can be per- 
suaded that in a big per centage of cases they 
are mistaken. 


Negro Democrats.

INTERVIEWING DICKENS. 


How the Great Novelist Taught a Reporter 
the Art. : 
From the New York Time. 


In a musty little dressing-room just oif the 
stage of St. James’ hall, in Buffalo, Charles Dick- 
ens gave an ambitious young newspaper reporter 
his first lesson in interviewing. That was more 
than twenty years ago and during Mr. Dickens's 
last visit to this country. The great novelist gave 
two public readings in Buffalo, and on the day af- 
ter his reading in that city he went to the Niagara 
Falls with a party of friends. It was to obtain his 
“impressions” of the Falls that the ambitious 
young reporter sought Mr. Dickens a few minutes 
before the rising ofthe curtain on his second 
night's entertainment. As luck would have it the 
distinguished author was alone in the dressing- 
room. He was sitting at a rude pine table reading a 
newspaper by the light of a sputtering candle. 

“What is it, young man?’ he said, somewhat 
grufily, as soon as he became aware of the report- 
er’s presence. 

“ITamareporter for the Buffalo Express,”’ said 
the intruder, with forced calmness. 

“Yes, yes! Well what is it?’ exclaimed Mr, 
Dickens, in a tone so freezing that the reporter 
shivered and instinctively turned toward the door 
in expec’ation of an admonition to ‘“‘get out.” 

‘Well, what do you want?’ repeated the great 
Koz. 

“Wh-wh-what do you think of Niagara Falis’’ 
stammered the reporter. 

“None of vour—” began 
with rising asperity, 

“I beg your pardon, excuse me, I thought—’ 
nervously interjected the reporter as he edged to- 
ward the door. 

“Wait a moment. Come here?’ Mr. Dickens's 
demeanor and tone had changed completely. The 
reporter looked up in surprise. The expgession of 
annoyance in the face of the novelist had given 
way to one of amused interest. 

“So you were sent to interview me, were you?’ 
said he pleasantly, ‘‘Well, I hope you will excuse 
my candor in saying that your paper could not 
have sent a person less likely to succeed, even if I 
were willing to be interviewed, which I am not. 
My young friend, let me give you a word of ad 
vice. When you want to interview a man, don’t 
act as if you were afraid of him, and don’t throw a 
net at him as though you were seeking fish in in- 
visible depths. No man whose opinions are worth 
publishing will respond to a wholesale invitation 
to unbosom himself. Don’t ask weak or frivolous 
questions! You must have anintelligent plan of 
campaign when you go inierviewing. First of all 
you must know*just what to say, and your ques- 
tions must be sufficiently incisive to awaken the 
interest of the person to whom they are addressed. 
Once you geta man interested in a subject, it will 
require only a little ingenuity to keep him talking. 
After what I have seen today, I can not help feel- 
ing an interest in Niagara Falls, but, if you wil! ex- 
cuse me for saying so, you lack the ingenuity to set 
me taking on the subject. I wish you well, how- 
ever. Good night,”’ 

Mr. Dickens’s “impressions’’ of Niagara Falls 
were not printed in any Buffalo newspaper the 
next day, but his pithy remarkson the subject of 
interviewing were printed on the tablets of that 
young reporter’s memory in red ink, as it were.

Well, my triends, I hear so much about our 
mansion in heaven, about its furniture and the 
grand surroundings, that | want to know how 
much it isall worth, and what has actually 
been paid for it.

Blessed be his glorious name forever.

for things that youcannot. In your school 
days you learned how to bound the states and 
could tell what rivers and lakes and moun- 
tains ran through them. If you were asked 
today to bound your worldly estate you would 
say it was bounded on the north by trouble, 
and on the south by trouble, and on the east 
by trouble, and on the west by trouble, while 
of tears and lakes of woe, 
and®% mountains of disaster run through it. 
What are you going to do with 
your troubles? Whydo you not go to the 
theater and have your mind absorbed in some 
tragedy? “Ob,” you say, “everything I have 
seen on the boards of the stage is tame com- 
pared with the tragedy of my own life!” 
Well, then, why do you not go to your trunks 
and closets and gather up all the mementoes 
of your departed friends and put them out of 
sight, ahd take down their pictures from the 
wall and put in the frame a harvest sc2ne or 
some bright and gay spectacle? ‘‘Ah,” you 
say, ‘if 1 should remove all these mementoes 
of my departed friends, that would not take 
away the killing pictures that are hanging in 
the gallery of my own heart.” Well, if that 
does not help you, why do not plunge into 
scciety and try to wash off in worldly 
gayeties fall these assoilments of the 
soul? “Ob,” you say, “I have tried that! but 
how can | hear other children laugh when my 
children are silent?

One voice les ; in the 
household. One less fountain of joy and 
laughter. Two hands less to be ' usy all day. 
Two feet less to bound through the hall, Shad- 
ow after shadow following throuzh that house- 
hold, yet no Jesus to stand there and say: “I 
am the shepherd. That lamb is not lost. I 
took it off the cold mountains; all’s well.” 
Oh, can you tell me the mystery? Can you 
tolve it? Tell me how it is that men and 
women with aches, and pains, and sorrows, 204 
Jogses, and exasperations, and bereavements 
can get along without a sympathizing Carist7 
I cannot understand it. 

But I come here to say this morning, 
that if you’ really want divine 
sympathy you can have it 

ere are twoor. three of Scripture 
a with pity and kinduess ani leve: 


this house that 
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‘thy burden on the Lord, and He will i 


sustain thee.” “Come unto Me all ye who are 
weary and heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” Oh, there are green pastures where 
the Heavenly Shepherd leads the sick and 
woynded of the flock! When all the other 
trees of the orchard fail, God has one tree of 
fiuit for His dear children. Though the organ 
wails out its requiem, there comes afterward & 
song, i chant, an anthem, a battle-march, 4 
coronation, a victory. Do you not want 
THE SYMPATHY OF JESUS? 

I offer it this merning to every man ani 
woman in this house; you need Him. Ob, 
how much you need him! 
_ There was a chaplain in the army wounded 
unto death. While lying there on the field he 
heard, ata great distance off, some one crying 
vut in great pain: “Oh, my God!” and he said 
to himself: “I am dying: but I think, perhaps, 
Icculd help that man. Although I can’t walk 
I'll just roll over to where he is.” So he rolled 
over in his own blood, and rolled over the 
bodies of the slain, and rolled on until he 
came to where the other man was (ying. aod 
put, as it were, his wound against that wound, 
and his sorrow against that sorrow, and helped 
to alleviate it. And so it seems to me 
that Jesus Christ hears the groan 
of our sorrow, the groan of 
our poOverty,the groan of our wretched- 
ness, and comes to the relief. He comes rol- 
ling over sin and sorrow tothe place where we 
lie on the battlefield, and He puts over us the 
arm of his everlasting love: and I see that arm 
and hand are wounded: and as He puts that 
arm over us, can hear him say: “I have 
loved thee with an everlasting love.” Oh that 
you might feel this morning the power and 
condolence of a sympathizing Jesus!

As when there isa dead one in the house you 
bow the shutters or turn the lattice, so God iu 
the afternoon shut the windows of the worid. 
As it is appropriate to throw a black pall upon 
the coffin as it passes along, so it was appropri- 
ate that everything should be somber that day 
as the great hearse of the carth rolled on, bear- 
ing the corpse of the King.

It is no place for tender-hearted 
women. It wantsa heart that crime has turn- 
ed into granite. Ihe waves of man's hatred 
and of

against the mangled feet, and the hands of sin 
and pain and torture clutch for bis holy heart. 
Had He not been thoroughly fasted to the cross 
they would have torn Him down and trampled 
Him with both feet. Howthe cavalry horses 
arched their necks, and champed their bits, 
and reared and snuifed at the blood. Had a 
Roman officer called out fora light his voice 
would not have beeu heard inthe tumult; but 
louder than the clash of the spears, and the 
wailing of womanhood, and the neighing of 
the chargers, and the bellowing of 
the crucifiers, there comes a 
voice crashing through, loud, clear, 
overwhelming, terrific. It is the groan of the 
dying Son of God. Look! What a acene! 
Look, oh world, at what you havedone! [lift 
thecovering from that maltreated Christ to let 
you count the wounds and estimate the cost.

expedition knew that the work was done and 
the continents were lashed together. * Well, 
my friends,Sabbath after Sabbath, we have 
come searching down for your soul. We have 
swept the sea with the grappling hook of 
Christ’s gospel. Again and again wé have 
thought you were at the surface and began to 
rejoice over your redemption; but at the mom- 
ent of our gladness you sank back again into 
world and back again into 
sin. Today we come with this 
gospel searching for your soul. We 
apply the cross of Christ first te see whether 
there is any life left in you, while all around 
the people stand, looking to see whether tlie 
work will be done, and the angels of God bend 
down and witness. And, oh! if now we could

worlds would keep jubilee, because communi- 
cation is open between Christ and the soul, and 
your nature that has been sunken in sin has 
been lifted into the light and the joy of the 
gospel.

Thinks of the City. 
“Well, I never would have believed it,” ex- 
claimed Mr. John M. Alexander, a rominent 
citizen of Buffalo, N. Y., to a few friends in 
the rotunda of the Kimball house yesterday. 

“Never would haye believed what?” asked a 
reporter of T'sE CONSTITUTION, Who was 
standing by. 

“Why, that Atlanta was such a substantially 
and solidly built city. Buffalo boasts of some 
very fine and large business houses, but you 
have here a great many steres that will equal, 
and a few that surpass, auything io the city on 
Lake Erie.” 

“Y es?’ replied the reporter interrogatively. 

“And your streets,’ continued Mr. Alexan: 
der, “will compare very favorably with those 
in Buffalo. Buffalonians pride themselves on 

ing one of the handsomest thorough- 

fares in the United States—Delaware aveniue— 
but Peachtree strect isequal to Delaware ave: 
nue in many respects. First ef all, there are 
more attractive looking residences on Peach- 
tree, and we have qnite a number, too, than oa 
Delaware avenue, and the paving on the form- 
er is just as good and as smooth. There isone 

thing, though, in the comparison which I think 
is in our favor,and that is,there is no horse ear 
line on Delaware avenue to interfere with driv- 
ing. The two streets are about the same width 
and about as level.” 

“Did you drive over any others’ 

“Yes, the Boulevard, Pryor, Washington and 
Capitol avenues, and I shall go back and tell 
my friends that down here in Atlanta—which 
was razed to the ground during the war—can 
be fonnd as many beautiful residences as there 
are on Delaware ayenue, Niagara, or Main 
stre etin Buffalo.”

From the Saturday Review. 

Such reading as the apnual report of the 
government of India on the destruction caused by 
yenomous snakes and noxious wild beasts, together 
with the mreasures taken for thelr extermination, 
forcibly reminds usof the primary functions of 
governmentintheIndianempire. The unremit- 
ting campaign waged against these pesisis only a 
niinor instance of the large “hare of atiention 
which the administration isobligedto devote to 
defending an inert population egainst the most 
immediate dangers to life and property. Bat it 
will serve its purpose as well asamore conspicaous 
illustrations to" show how continnowely 
the efforts of the government must 
he exerted in this direction, and 
howtimpossible it isto impiant and foster European 


babits of self-reliance and energy in the races of | 


the Indian Peninsula. Their traditional helpless- 
ness is brought into startling relief by an examina- 
tion of theofficial returns before us. We find, for 
instance, that no less than 644 deaths are reported 
as due to jackals alone in the Bombay Presidency, 
Bengal, and the northwest provinces. 
jackal is by no means a formidable beast, atthonugh it 
can fight in an ugly way when driven inte a corger, 
Jackals, it is true, will oceasionally attack a chaace 
wanderer by night. Buta mere show of deter- 
mined defenete is generally enough to kecp them 
from coming te close quarters with an adult; and 
these figures are certainly higher than could be 
reasonably expected. A perusal of this report, 
moreover, is equally calculated to astonish and 
enlighten people who have a vague idea of the 
mischief done by snakes and wild beasts in India 
as to the serious extent of their destructiveness, 
The less of human life is striking enough, but the 
depredations amongst cattle, which are often the 
Indian peasant’s only source of subsistance and 
well-being, must not be left outof sight. The 
measures of protection under a systemof govern- 
ment encouragement and reward do not, on the 
contrary, make very much progress, if we are to 
judge from the report under consideration. [n- 
deed, the death list rose from 22,425 persons in 
the previous year to 22,007 in the last twelve 
months. In estimating these ficures, however, we 
must bear in mind the tendency of Indian statistics, 
as common as itis illusory, for any given returns 
toswell in proportion as improvements are effected 
in thereporting agencies. Thisfeature is certainly 
illustrated by the figures before us. In one prov- 
ince the police were instructed for the first time 
last year to report the loss amongst cattle, together 
with the ordinary vital statistics which they are 
charged to collect, instead of sending in the infor- 
mation at separate times. The result of this con- 
solidation of their duties was that something like 
a third more cattle were returned as destroyed, 
although the local government remarks that there 
is “no reason to suppose that there had been any 
inerease in the actual number of deaths.”’ At the 
same time itis acknowledged that even these fig- 
ures are below the truth, ‘‘Many of the large graz- 
ing- grounds upon which tigers and leopards do 
most mischief; are situated miles away from any 
police station, and the graziers do not, during the 
grazing months, often leave the jungle for the 
town or village where there is a reporting station.” 

We may take it, however, that, although the sta- 
tistics relating to cattle are admittedly imperfect, 
the returns affecting human life are approximate- 
ly correct, and represent fairly enough the annual 
mortality attributable to snakes and wild beasts. 
The death list has averaged over 22,500 for the last 
fiur years. As usual the provinces which prin- 
cipally suffered were Bengal, the Northwest Pro- 
vinces and Oudh. Together they contribute nearly 
tywo-thirds of the roll, Venomous snakes, of course, 
are far the deadliest enemies of human life. Out 
of the totalfnumber of deathts they caused 0,112 
leaving 2,675 to be ascribed to wild beasts. No in- 
formation is givenasto the part plaved by the dif- 
ferent varieties, but the cobra is always the most 
destructive, and few things bring home more yivid- 
ly the fatalism and apathy of the natives than their 
remissness in clearing out buildings and logalities 
notoriously swarming with these creatures. 
Amongst wild beasts the tiger occupies, as usual, a 
bad pre-eminence: aud, although he §is 
more dificult for the sportsman to vet 
at every year, there is no practical 
abatement in his destructiveness. Certain spots 
which are isolated by malaria and want of com 
munications are as much his disputed haunts still 
as those “beats” in the central provinces along the 
great salt line that stretched across India before 
the days of the Stracheys, where the tigers dls 
charged the duties of the patrol, and the hardiast 
native smaggler would not dare to run his pack. 
‘Alligators, crocodiles and sharks’’ are awain cred- 
ited with 251 deaths in the three provinces men- 
tioned above, though it cannot be said that in this 
ecpumeration the government of India errs oa the 
side of too accurate a Classification. The alligato: 
proper is, in fact, only found in the new world, 
while the various India crocodiles differ in some 
important respects from the true crocodile of Afri- 
cu. -Itis, we believe, the ‘‘mugger,’’ or marsh 
crocodile, Which generally comes in for the loose 
designation of alligator, and this beast reaches an

s we havestated above, the ret 
struction of cattle are very far trom 
Last year, however, has the proud 
showing the heaviest loss that has yet been official- 
ly feported. The total number of domestic cattle 
killed gan up to nearly 60,000 head. Snakes are not 
held responsible for much of this loss, only 2,000 
eases being put down to snakebite: 
agents inthe slaughter are tigers and leopards, 
each claiming considerably over 20,000 victims 
To turn now to measures of reprisal, we find that 
1,835 tigers, 1,571 bears and 6,278 wolves were killed 
off last year, as compared 
and 6,705 respectively in the pre 
ceding twelve month,in which the figures,‘for some 
unexplained reason, rose considerably above the 
average. This bag need not make the sportsman 
in quest of game lose heart, provided he has at his 
disposal those three coveted reqnisites—time, 
health and money. The extermination of snakes 
depends very much upon the characters of the sea- 
son, Which does not appear to have cen particn 
larly favorable last year. Nevertheless, the num- 
ber destroyed did not fall below the averace.which 
has ranged for some time between 300,000 and 409, 
000,and of « urse this is ‘ar from being ac :urate, 
and is probabiy very much below the mark. The 
government grants bestowed for these protective 
measures cume to the tolerable sum of Ls.
